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INTRODUCTION 


The celebrated and ancient Hymn called Mahiihnastava here 
translated is attributed to Puspadanta a Chief of the musical 
Spirits (Devayoni) called Gandharvas. Puspadanta means 
“ flowery toothed ” for his teeth v/ere like the petals of the 
Jasmine flower. Puspadanta was, it is said, in the habit of 
taking flowers from the garden of King Vahu at Benares in 
order to worship S'iva with them. As he had the power of 
moving in the air he eluded the vigilance of the King’s 
gardeners. These at length suspecting that it was some 
Being with these powers who stole the flowers laid the follow¬ 
ing trap. They left some flowers which had been offered to 
S'iva in different places in the garden with the hope that he, 
who thus visited it, would tread on them. This the Gan- 
dharva did and by thus unwittingly insulting S'iva lost his 
power of moving in the air. He was in consequence caught; 
when through fear of the King whom he had also offended 
by the theft of his flowers and with the desire of appeasing 
S'iva he offered the following supplication to the God. 

In making the commentary I have availed myself of that 
of JagannStha Chakravarti which is here for the first time 
printed from a Bengali manuscript in my possession. To his 
observations which are marked with the initials J. C. I have 
added my own comments on various matters which the 
English reader may require to know but which he, writing as a 
Hindu for Hindus, doubtless considered unnecessary.

I 

If praise of Thee by one who knows not the supremacy 
of Thy greatness* be unbecoming 

Then even the speech of Brahma and other Devas regard¬ 
ing Thee is such.* 

Therefore none should be blamed who speaks 

According to the limit of his knowledge, 

Oh Hara I ^ If that be so, then this mine own attempt is 
blameless. 

II 

Thy greatness surpasses the powers of mind and speech. 

Even S'ruti ^ speaks with awe of Thee, 


' Which can be known only with the greatest difficulty. Mahirhnah 
param param te= Limit of Thy inscrutable greatness. The hymn, it may 
be noted, has been in some places translated freely but the sense and spirit 
have been adhered to. 

• The object of the hymn is praise (Stuti) of the supreme ffiva or 
Brahman who is greater than all the Devas who have issued from Him. 

*S'iva, The word is derived from the root Hrt = to take and the affix 
Ach, for He removes (Harati) all ills. Hara in a higher sense means 
“ He who at the time of Dissolution (Pralaya) withdraws the Universe 
within Himself**. Hari or Vi§nu comes from the same root with the 
affix i and has the same meaning.

Whom it is unable to portray.' 

By whom canst Thou be (fitly) praised ? 

Who knows the number of Thy qualities ? 

In that which cannot be described, 

Whose mind and speech does not fail ?

Oh Brahman ! * Thy hymn which is the supreme nectar, 
By the Guru of the Devas* 

The creator of sweet words 
Is it wonderful to Thee ? 

Oh Destroyer of Tripura ! * 

My mind is bent upon invoking Thee 
That I may purify my speech by the recital of Thy 
attributes.* 


* That is distinctly and fully as one can point out a jar or a piece of 
cloth (Ghata-pata). The Brahman, is not the object of any of the four 
forms of proof, and so it is said of the Devi that She is Etat tad ityanir- 
deshya, that is, cannot be said to be this or that. For this or that is the 
form which the Brahmasvarupa or Divine Nature, as It is in Itself trans¬ 
cends though manifesting Itself through them (Tris'atl Comm., V, 34). 
For variant interpretations see note to text. 

We know enough to affirm the existence of the Self though as long 
as we are phenomenal Jivas we can neither realise Its Nature nor describe 
It by words which are merely instruments of that dualistic experience which 
the divine Nature by its definition transcends. As the Brahman’s real Self 
or Nature (Svarupa) is indescribable Puspadanta prays to Him as with 
form (Sahara). 

* Brahman==S'iva. 

* Brhaspati. The Guru of the Devas is the receptacle of all Wisdom 
and Learning. His Hymns though wonderful to others is not so to S'iva. 

* S'iva who is so called, as some say, because he was the destroyer of the 
Asura (Demonic Spirit) Tripura or more correctly because He destroyed 
the Tripura or three cities of the Asuras. These were built of gold, silver 
and iron by Maya. Protected by these the Asuras used to oppress all believers. 

* So in the hymn to Bhuvanes^varl in the TantrasSra it is said, “ Oh 
Mother by hymning Thy praise I purify my speech.*' See p, 29, ** Hymns 
to the Goddess ” by A. and £. Avalon.

Thy power it is of which the Vedas speak, 

Displayed in threefold form according to distinction of 
qualities.* 

It creates, maintains and destroys the universe* 

And yet oh Giver of Blessings! 

There be some fools* who would oppose Thee 
In ways pleasing to the bad but hateful to the good.

They ask such questions as: 

That Creator of yours why and how does He create the 
three worlds ? * 


* That is the three Gupas, Sattva, Rajas and Tamas the qualities of 
manifestation, action, and veiling. 

' The Rajoguqa prevails in Creation, the Sattvaguqa in Maintenance 
and the Tamoginja in Dissolution. Through His three bodies, Brahmft, 
Visqu and Rudra, He creates, maintains and destroys. 

® According to the commentator, Jagannatha Cakravarti (cited as 
J. C.), the Mimamsakas (Nftstika Mimftmsaka) who attribute all action to 
the power of Karma are here referred to. As the Commentator on the 
Tris'atl says “ Adr§ta is the cause which gives fruits appearing in the 
future, of past acts. This is the opinion of the ‘ Lord less' MimamsS. 
Kftanam karmaqaip kalantara-bhaviphala-pradBne ad^§tam karaqam iti 
anls^hvara-mlmarhsakadi-matam ; to which he replies “ Not so, because 
Adpita which is an unconscious thing is not to be understood as giving 
fruit of action which is done by intelligence only ” (Jadanam sukfimanam 
adrtanSrp cetana-dharma-karmaphala-pradanasamarthyayogat), Adr§ta is 
instrumental cause (Nimitta-karaqa). There is however a conscious 
Director of Karma who gives fruit according to Adr^ta and He is God, 

* Such men (the Pratyak^avadins) talk in terms of human action 
which they alone see, know and recognise. In such a case it is said that 
there is first I^tasSdhanatajfianam purpose-serving knowledge ** that is 
knowledge that the proposed act will serve the intention ; secondly Pravrtti 
or tendency to action; and thirdly Kvtis&dhyatvajfianaip “ effort-accom¬ 
plishable knowledge ** or the consideration whether that can be done which 
is followed by action. It is objected if He has not Pravftti and so forth,

* For possession of body is asserted to be necessary for action and at 
Pralaya (Dissolution) body disappears and according to the objector only 
atomic substance (Paramftnu) remains (J. C.) 

* Referring to instrumental and material causes such as in the first 
case the thread, wheel and stick of the potter and in the second the earth 
with which the pot is made. 

* A potter for instance must take his seat on something. 

* The answer to all this talk is that it is His play (Lllft). It is His 
nature. It is the “ Godness ’* of God (Etad eva Is'varasya Is'varatvaih), 
that is, He can do all this without being bound by human limitations which 
if they existed would destroy His Godhead. (J. C.) 

* He now in answer to the objections of the previous verse gives proof 
of the existence of God. 

* It is only the formless without parts which is uncreated as J. C. says 
Nirftkftrasyaivftjanyatvat. All things with parts (Savayava) are born or 
created. The universe, therefore, which has parts is created. 

’ But then it is said assuming that they are created what is the proof 
that it is your God who is the creator ? To which the answer is who else 
but God can create. We are not dealing with some fractional things but 
with the whole universe with its fourteen worlds. He, who can do this, 
must have knowledge of the ** three times ”,—Past, Present and Future and 
must be of an almighty power.

Though the ways differ which are spoken of in the three¬ 
fold Veda*

(J. C.) The Karmakaij(ia of the 
Vedas deals with ritual action (Karma) and Sakamadharma. The Upani- 
sads preach Dhyana of the Cinmatra Brahma, Ni§kama Dharma and 
the attainment of Mok§a through Jfiana. 

* Kapila says that we must first enjoy and then relinquish enjoyment 
attaining Mok§a through Vivekajnana on which is realised the difference 
between Prakfti and Purusa. This Tattvajnana destroys Karma. As it 
is elsewhere said first Bhoga and then Yoga. 

* Which preaches Mukti through Samadhi. 

^ That is the doctrine of S'iva according to the five Amnayas. There 
is no difference between Ishvara and Mok§a. Non-dualistic TattvajSana 
is Moki^a.

’ Having in the previous verse replied to those who are not towards 
God ** (Bhagavadvimukhan) the Hymnist in this verse speaks of the 
different ways by which He may be reached. Though the ways may differ 
their end is the same namely the same Unity so variously sought. 

* The bull is His carrier. The wooden staff is the support of the Yogi 
on which he rests his hands at the time of meditation or a piece of wood 
from the funeral pyre (J. C.) 

The colour of Shiva as well as that of the Bull is white. His throat 
is dark blue encircled by a serpent; His hair of a light reddish colour 
thickly matted together and gathered over his head in the manner of ascetics* 

* With which he is covered. “ Of whose naked body ashes are the 
adornment only.” MahSlnirv&ipa Tantra, cb. I. V> 8. 
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These be Thy chief possessions and adornments* 
Varied is the wealth of other Devas*, 

But Thou careth not for these 

Which Thou with but a turn of Thine eye, 

Hast on them bestowed 

The mirage of worldly things does not delude Him 
Whose enjoyment is with the Self.*

One says * that all is permanent * 

Another that all is fleeting * 


^ Having praised the Formless the hymnist now chants Him with form, 
saying “ You look but a poor being with all these simple and common 
things. But this is Thy wish. But Thou could*st have whatever Thou 
wisheth **, namely, such wealth as other Devas have. Simplicity is the 
mark of the truly great. 

*Jlddhi such as the Kaustubha gem, Cakr&, S'amkha, Padma and 
Gads of Vi^QU; the crown of BrahmS; the aerial car (VimSna), the city 
Amaravati, the garden Nandana, the elephant AirSlvata, the horse 
Uccais'ravSs of Indra and so forth. 

* Not the limited self (JIva) that is Caitanyarupa with the UpSdhi 
AjSana but the Brahman who exists in and as the substance of and moves 
all things as Antaryamin. Yah sarve§u bhStepu ti§{an yah sarvaiji 
bhIitiLni antaro yaraayati. Bfhad.-Up., 3—7. The Jiva exists as such 
because be identifies himself with the forms which are produced by the 
Maya S'akti of the Brahman. The knower of the Self is not so deluded 
“ Knowing which, oh Pa^dava, thou wilt not again be deluded Yaj 
jS&tvS, na punar moham evam yAsyasi Pa^dava—Bhagavad«Glta, IV, 35. 

^Having dealt with the Nirguua and Sagu^a Brahman he proceeds to 
deal with the variety of philosophical opinion. 

* Referring to Kapila who says that all is permanent as Puru^a- 
Prakj^ti with the two states of appearance and disappearance. According 
to Sarhkhya both Cause (KAraga) and Effect (K&rya) are real (Sat) for 
KArya is nothing but a transformation (Vik^ti) of KSraga (Prakyti). In 
Vedanta KAraga is Sat and Karya, Asat (unreal). 

* The doctrine of those Buddhists whose psychology is aUeged to find 
no place for the enduring unity of raetaphysic which is the AtmA. Uda- 
yanacarya says that the Buddhists allege that Buddhi or the psychic 
consciousness is Cetana (in>itself conscious) and not dependent for its 
apparent consciousness on the enduring AtmA and that hence the followers 
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And yet another teaches that of the world and its various

In order to measure Thy greatness * (which is Light and 
Fire*), 

Of Thee who art embodied of Fire,

of this doctrine are called Buddhists. So the Sarvastivada or Kfanika- 
vSda is said to have taught that all is momentary. When a thing is 
destroyed another identical one is immediately created. In this way the 
ever changing course of the world seems unchanging like a stream of 
water in which the water is always changing yet it appears as if 
the same water is passing through the bed of the river although in fact 
it is not so. According to the Sensationalists (Vijnanav&daj what is true is 
sensation which is momentary. According to the Nihilists (Sarvashunya- 
vada) the world is like the fleeting objects seen in dream. 

* The Vais'e§ika and Nyaya Dars'anas which say that Akas'a, Kala, 
Paramapu, Dik and Atma are permanent fNitya) and the rest are not (Anitya).

* It is not necessary to know all this. Whatever be Nitya or Anitya 
matters not. What does matter is that I can pray to Thee from the prompt¬ 
ings of a heart full of devotion to Thee. Let the doctors dispute, the 
course of piety is straight, certain and sure. 

* According to past traditions (Pura kila as it is said in Sanskrit or in 
ancient time as we should say) Brahma and Vispu were one day disputing 
which of the two were the greater. S'iva then to humble their vanity 
appeared in the form of a fiery Lirhga which they set out to measure. 
Their failure to do this made them bumble seeing that they, great though 
they be, were nothing in the presence of the Supreme.

* Brahma. ViriSci comes from the prefix Vi indicating various kinds 
of beings, Rac to make or create and the affix In in active voice, for He is 
the aspect of the Trinity (Trimurti) which creates.

He who 
was greatly attached to his wife. GirWa is from Giri-I-Is'a: Lord of the 
Mountain KailAsa. 

'As J. C. says S'raddha (faith) is mental worship (Mftnasikaseva) 
whilst Bhakti (devotion) is bodily service (Kayikaseva) for in it there is also 
bodily action, such as obeisance, kneeling, the folding of the hands in 
supplicatory prayer and so forth. True service of S'iva must bring forth 
the appropriate fruit for the worshipper. 

* Ravaga the Rakfasa King of Ladka, who had ten heads and 
twenty arms and whom Vifgu in his seventh incarnation as Rama, son 
of Das'aratha, King of AyodhyS, came to destroy. Ravapa was a devotee 
of S'iva. He offered nine of his ten heads in the ecstasy of his devotion to 
S'iva like other worshippers do flowers. 

* The upper, earthly and nether worlds. 

' Mount Kailasa, the Himalayan abode and paradise of S'iva. 
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The force of the forest of arms gained through worship of 
Thee 

Thou did’st but slightly move the tip of Thy toe 
(On which he fell and fell) 

And stayed not falling even when he reached the nether 
worlds.' 

So, true it is that the wicked forget the benefits they have 
received.*

Oh Giver of boons ! 

No matter of wonder is it, 

That Bana* who made the three worlds* his servant,

* According to old traditions (Pura kila) Ravaija used to go every day 
to Mount Kailasa to worship S'iva. He found this however troublesome 
and thought to save himself this trouble of a daily journey by carrying off 
the whole mountain to his abode in Lafigka (Ceylon). He began thereupon 
to pull up the mountain which trembled as he assaulted it. Parvati, 
S'iva’s spouse became afraid and embraced Her Husband for safety. 
S'iva upon this disturbance merely moved his toe and sent RSvaija tumb¬ 
ling down through space to the nether worlds from which he was sub¬ 
sequently raised by S'iva. Though the strength of Rftvaga came to him 
from the Supreme he forgot this through his wicked nature and assaulted 
the heaven of S'iva. 

* Upacito Muhyati Khala/t= {lit,) The wicked (Khala/i) in prosperity 
(Upacita/i) loses his senses (Muhyati), that is, forgets the source of his 
prosperity. 

* BSqa was eldest son of Valiraja the Asura and had a thousand arms 
and with all weapons battled with S'ri K|ffi}a. Ravaqa also conquered 
Indra.

* Svarga (heaven) only was the conquest of Indra who was conquered 
by the conqueror of all the three worlds including Svarloka.

S'iva is called Tryambaka because He had a third eye in his forehead 
which is that of wisdom (Jnftnacak§uh). An esoteric meaning of the term 
is that He is “ the father of the three ” that is Brahmft, Vif^u and Rudra. 
See my note to Ch. V, verse 210 and Ch. I, verse 8 of MahAnirva^a Tantra. 

* At the churning of the ocean poison issued which S'iva swallowed 
to save the world. This caused a blue stain on His throat whence He is 
called NilakAg^ha.

' Smartavyatma abhGt=£,»#. 'became a thing to be remembered, a 
thing of the past ’. The Asura Taraka excluded all the Devas from heaven. 
They went to Brahma. He said that as the Asura had acquired his great¬ 
ness through His grace He could not take it upon Himself to destroy him. 
For one does not destroy the tree which one has planted with one’s own 
hand. He however suggested a plan in which the aid of Smara was to be 
invoked, and that was that S'iva Who was given up to Yoga should be

By the stamping of Thy feet the safety of the earth came 
in sudden peril, 

By the movement of Thy arms strong like iron rods, 

The stars in the ether were scattered. 

Lashed by Thy loosened hair the heavens were troubled*' 
Verily Thou did’st finely dance, 


tempted to unite with Pfirvati, of which union a son would be born who 
would destroy the Asura. Indra asked Kama to go with his wife Rati and 
bis companion Vasanta (the Spring) to S'iva’s abode Mount Kailasa. On 
their arrival and under the influence of the three Devas the season of Spring 
appeared on the mountain to the great surprise of the l^^is there. Kftma 
standing behind a tree shot an arrow at S'iva in Yoga at the moment that 
His wife Parvatl was putting flowers in His hand having done the hermit¬ 
age service for the day. As Her hand touched His, Kama let fly his shaft 
of passion. Siva feeling of a sudden passion and loss of seed wondered 
what was it that thus distracted Him from His Yoga and looking round 
saw Kama behind a tree. In anger His third eye flashed fire which con¬ 
sumed Kama to ashes. Siva’s seed was thrown into Fire who unable to 
retain it threw it into GaSga who in turn threw it into a reed forest where 
Kartikeya called the Reed-born (S'ara-janma) was born. He became the 
leader of the celestial hosts and the Destroyer of the Asura as Brahma 
intended. The hymn points out however that Kama was wrong in thinking 
he might play with impunity with S'iva as with any other, for He is the 
great Deva and the self-controlled. And yet Kama in part succeeded 
though at the risk of his own life—so dangerous it is to tempt the self- 
controlled. 

* A Rak^asa having worshipped Brahma asked Him to grant him the 
power to destroy the whole world. Brahma half assenting half unwilling 
bade him wait some other time. The other Devas hearing this became 
afraid and went and spoke to S'iva. The latter then danced in order to 
delay the granting of this boon by Brahma and to distract the latter and 
thus to save the world. But his dancing was so mighty that though done 
to protect the world its very existence was threatened. The meaning of 
this incident is explained by another. Some Rak$asas went to the 
territory of a King and began destroying a village there. The King sent 
bis army against them to protect the villagers. But this same army was a 
trouble to them with its extortions and so forth. But while the army was 
a trouble to the villagers yet it did good to the kingdom which was 
threatened by the Rd^ksasas. Such is the nature of things that it is not 
possible to do good without some accompanying evil. When we look at 
the whole sub specie aeternitatis what we thought to be evil when con¬ 
sidered as a fact detached from its surroundings is no longer seen to be 
such when taken as part of a whole which is working for good. So with 
the dance of S^iva. 
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But to trouble the world in order to save it 
What mystery is this ? *

By* the flowing stream in the skies® 

The white beauty of which is the whiteness of the 
countless stars which are the foam therein, 

And yet seems (as against Thy greatness) a mere drop of

* Vamaiva vibhuta. S'iva’s Vibhuta (Lordliness) is VamS (contrary) 
to what we see in ordinary human actions. The action of the Lord seems 
full of contradiction as instanced by His troubling the world to save it. 
See last note. 

* Now, as J. C. says, the greatness of His body is celebrated. 

*The celestial Ganges MandSkini, the Milky Way. The same stream 
is in the heavens Mand&kinl, on earth Ganga and in the nether world 
Bhogavatl. 

* Even the heavenly Ganges but a portion of whose waters were 
sufficient to surround the w’orld appears as a mere drop on Siva’s head. 

* Dvipftkarath jaladhivalayam=ocean encircled island. |i§i Agastya 
once drank up all the waters of the world which thus became dried. In 
order to restore the water so taken the water of the Ganges on S'iva’s head 
fell to earth when the oceans re-appeared. 

* Tripuratypam—Tripura which is no better than a blade of grass 
to S^iva.

In the seventh 
century A.D. Kumftrila in his Tantravflrtika (p. 189 Trans.) explains the 
incident symbolically as follows : 

“ The word Prajflpati means one who protects all creatures ; as such 
it can be taken as a name of the sun; and it is an ordinary fact that towards 
the end of night the sun touches the dawn ; as the early dawn is brought 
about by the sun it is spoken of as his daughter ; and it is the following of 
sun after dawn that has been described as Prajdpati running after his 
daughter.”

It is That, the object of which (as S'amkara says) is all the forms ofr 
knowledge (Sarve pratyaySh vi§aye bhavanti yasya) which is the Knowe- 
in all cognitions and the Seer in them all as the power of Conscious¬ 
ness in-itself (Cicchakti-svarupa-matraA). Objects (Rupa) and ideas of 
objects (Nama) are the constituents of our differentiated knowledge which 
is underlain by the undifferenced Blissful consciousness which is true Being 
or S'iva Himself. 

A great sage has put this shortly as thus : 

Asti bhati priyam rUpam n&ma cetyams'apafifcakam, 

Adyam trayam brahmarupam jagadrupam tato dvayam. 

Being, radiance, bliss, name, form—these are the five parts or aspects. 
The first three are the forms of the Brahman. The other two belong to the 
world (Jagat).

But Consciousness or the Self is free to lend at Its choice relative 
existence to all or any as the objects of Its knowledge. The JIva is bound 
by the form in so far as he identifies himself with it. The Knower being 
free of such error can assume any form great or small equally because they 
do not affect the knowing. Therefore is Brahman called the greatest of the 
great, and the smallest of the small because He is completely free to take 
any form such, as here, the atomic (the ParamSnu).
